H E relation in which I ſtand to the Board of Commiſſioners 
for the Affairs of India, having made it my indiſpenſable 


duty to explore and to acquire the moſt perfect knowledge in my 
power, of every branch of the Law, whereby the important 


concerns of the Eaſt India Company are conducted, I natu- 


rally directed my early and particular attention to that vaſt re- 
poſitory, The Statutes at Large. I found therein a multitude of 
Laws concerning India, ſcattered amidſt a confuſed maſs of ex- 
traneous matter, and buried, as it were, in that voluminous and till 
increaſing collection. Some of theſe Laws are placed at a great 
diſtance from others moſt intimately and inſeparably connected with 
them in ſenſe and matter ; many of thoſe of a later date being either 


partial or total repeals, or explanations, qualifications, or enforce- 


ments of thoſe of an earlier period. It was not a little tedious and 
difficult to diſcover and comprehend, in this ſtate of ſeparation and 
diſorder, the whole of the Statute Law, wherein the Company, and 
their ſervants, their territories, and their commerce, were concerned; 
and I experienced a ſtill greater degree of toil and perplexity under 
theſe circumſtances, in my endeavour to make the neceſſary com- 


pariſons of ſome of theſe Laws with others, to ſelect and abſtract 


them, and even ſometimes to comprehend their meaning. I may, 
perhaps, be ſuſpected of giving rather too great force to this re- 


| preſentation of difficulties ; becauſe it may be ſaid, that the Statutes 
„at Large are furniſhed with Marginal Notes and Indexes, to 
2 guide the reader in his various reſearches. I may venture how- 


ever to maintain, without any idea of depreciating the labours of

thoſe, who collected and reviſed the ſeveral editions of the Statutes 


now extant, and compiled thoſe Indexes, that, fo far as they relate 


to the affairs of the Ea/t India Company, very few, except pro- 
feſlors of the Law, can make any uſe of them; and even they, by the 
means only of tedious appheation. 

Having ſtruggled with thele ! inconveniencies, until the urgency of 


_ occaſions would no longer permit, I ſubmitted at laſt to the trouble 


of making an Index after my own method, and for my own private 
uſe. When I was become engaged, or rather indeed. had far advanced 
in the work, it occurred to me, that a Collection of the Statute 


Law upon the ſubject of 7:dia alone, was a de/ideratum in our forenſic 


publications ; and that ſuch a book, eſpecially if accompanied with 
a full and perſpicuous Index, would be highly acceptable to the 
Members of the Legiſlature, to the Gentlemen of the Long Robe, 
and to the Directors and other Proprietors of the Eaft India Company, 
as well as to all their dependants and connections, domeſtic, and 
oriental. Many parts of the Statutes alluded to contain inſtrue- 


tions to the Servants of the Company, both at home and abroad ; 


and with ſuch therefore thoſe Servants, as well as their Employers, 
ought to be well acquainted. Some of theſe Acts were made for 


the expreſs purpoſe of preventing Piracy, a crime too common in 


Aſia ; and thoſe ſhould therefore be carefully read by all whom 
they concern, and more particularly by ſuch Officers and Servants of 
the Company, as are named and authoriſed by his Majeſty's Com- 
miſſions to hold Courts of Admiralty in Afa, for the trial of 
offences of that deſcription. Others, moreover, touch upon the 
ſubjects of Cuſtom and Exciſe. Theſe indeed affect our commerce 
with India only collaterally ; and therefore ſuch parts of them only 
required notice as were immediately addreſſed to the India Company. 
From a deſire however to avoid a large volume, I thought it right 
to bring within this Publication no more of theſe Statutes than ap- 
peared to relate to the peculiar object of it. 

> It might well occaſion our ſurprize, that theſe various Acts, of 
ſo much importance to the Public in general, as well as to the 
neareſt intereſts of that conſiderable claſs of the community more 


immediately concerned, ſhould not already have been printed in ſome 


compact and commodious form. I am perſuaded however that my 
endeavour to ſupply this defect will not be deemed injudicious 
or ill-timed.

But theſe, cogent as they ſeem, were not my only motives for 
attempting this Publication. I was influenced alſo by another, 
which peculiarly touched my feelings, and impelled me to proceed. 
I ventured to entertain an idea, that ſuch a Collection would be of 
uſe, and very acceptable to the Board of Commiſſioners for the 
Affairs of India. Nor could I liſten to more perſuaſive encourage- 
ment, feeling, as I do, the ſtrongeſt ſenſe of reſpect, attachment, and 
gratitude, to that Board. From a proper ſenſe alſo of the duty, which 
on ſo many accounts I owe to them, I ſhall eſteem it a ſingular felicity 
indeed, if, by any effort of extraordinary diligence, I ſhall have been 

enabled to furniſh even the ſlendereſt means of leſſening their diffi- 
culties, and of ſaving their time, ſo highly valuable to the Public. 

Such, Sir, were my motives for the preſent undertaking, which 
I now wiſh to introduce to the Public with the recommendation of 

your name. Vou have always been conſidered as the acting Chief 

of that Honourable Board; and my more frequent intercourſe in the 

diſcharge of my official duty has been with You, to whom the ſtrongeſt 
acknowledgements I can offer are certainly due, but cannot be ad- 

equately expreſſed, In truth, the kind and condeſcending manner in 

which You have always communicated to me your ſentiments and 

inſtructions, at once engaged my attachment, and convinced and im- 

proved my mind.—But I will not ſuffer even the effuſion of gratitude 

to become importunate to You; and therefore I will take my leave, 
in the hope, that, if in your aſſiduity to inveſtigate and promote the k

HERE pirates, thieves, robbers and murtherers upon the 

W ſea, many times eſcape unpuniſhed, becauſe the trial of their 
offences hath heretofore been ordered before the admiral, or 

his lieutenant or commiſſary, after the courſe of the civil laws, the na- 
ture whereof is, that before any judgement of death can be given againſt 
the offenders, either they muſt plainly confeſs their offence, (which they 
will never do without torture or pains), or elſe their offences be ſo plainly 


and directly proved by witneſſes indifferent, ſuch as ſaw their offences 


committed, which cannot be gotten but by chance at few times, becauſe ſuch 
offenders commit their offences upon the ſea, and at many times DTT:

and kill ſuch perſons being in the ſhip or boat where they commit their 
offences, which ſhould bear witneſs againſt them in that behalf, and alſo 
ſuch as ſhould bear witneſs be commonly mariners and ſhipmen, which 
for the moſt part cannot be gotten ne had always ready to teſtify ſuch 
offences, becauſe of their often voyages and paſſages in the ſeas, without 
long tarrying or protraction of time, and great coſts and charges, as well 
of the King's highneſs, as of ſuch as would purſue ſuch offenders: For 
reformation Whereof, be it enacted by authority of this preſent par- 
liament, That all ſuch offences done in or upon the ſea, or in any other 
haven, river, or creek where the admiral or admirals pretend to have

II. And be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That ſuch perſons 
to whom ſuch commiſſions ſhall be directed, or three of them at the 
leaſt, ſhall have full power and authority to inquire of ſuch offences, by 


the oaths of twelve good and lawful men inhabited in the ſhire limited 


in their commiſſion, in ſuch like manner and form as if ſuch offences 
had been committed upon the land within the ſame ſhire; and that 
every indictment found and preſented before ſuch commiſſioners, of any

perſon and perſons ſo being indicted, as againſt felons and murtherers for 
murther or felony done upon the land, as by the laws of this realm is 
accuſtomed; and that the trial of ſuch offence, if it be denied by the 
offenders, ſhall be had by twelve men inhabited in the ſhire limited 
within ſuch commiſſion, which ſhall be directed as is aforeſaid, and no 
challenge to be had for the hundred; and ſuch as ſhall be convict of

HERE traitors, pirates, thieves, robbers, murtherers and 
confederates upon the ſea, many times eſcaped unpuniſhed, 
becauſe the trial of their offences hath heretofore been ordered, judged and 
determined before the admiral, . or his lieutenant or commiſſary, atter the 
courſe of the civil laws, the nature whereof is, that before any judge- 
ment of death can be given againſt the offenders, either they muſt 
plainly confeſs their offences (which they will never do without torture 
or pains), or elſe their offences be ſo plainly and directly proved by 
_ witneſs indifferent, ſuch as ſaw their offences committed, which cannot 
be gotten but by chance at few times, becauſe ſuch offenders commit 
their offences upon the ſea, and at many times murther and kill ſuch 
perſons being in the ſhip or boat where they commit their offences, 
which ſhould witneſs againſt them in that behalf; and alſo ſuch as ſhould 
bear witneſs be commonly mariners and ſhipmen, which, becaule of their 
often voyages and paſſages in the ſeas, depart without long tarrying and 
protraction of time, to the great coſts and charges as well of the King's 
highneſs, as ſuch as. would purſue ſuch offenders : For reformation

dominions beyond the ſeas, have taken advantage, and have not been de- 
terred from oppreſſing his Majeſty's ſubjects within their reſpective go- 
vernments and commands, nor trom committing ſeveral other great crimes 
and offences, not deeming themſelves puniſhable for the ſame here, nor ac- 
countable for ſuch their crimes and offences to any perſon within their

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Lords ſpiritual and temporal, and Commons, in Parliament aſſembled, and 
by the authority of the ſame, That if any of his Majeſty's ſubjects *ſhall,

above the quantity of fix pounds, found on board any Britiſh ſhip or veſſel, not 
belonging to, or employed by, the Eaſt India Company; reciting, amongſt 
other things, that, notwithſtanding the ſeveral proviſions made for pre- 
venting frauds, ſhips and veſſels arriving from foreign parts frequently 
had on board tea, which tea was intended to be run on ſhore, without 
payment of the duties thereof; but in order to prevent the ſeizure and

HEREAS, in virtue of an act paſſed in the thirteenth year of 
his preſent Majeſty's reign, intituled, An act for ęſtabliſbing certan

HE Charters of incorporation of the Eaſt India Company 

being often mentioned, or referred to, in the Statutes 
contained in the foregoing Collection, the editor had it in con- 
templation, for the ſatisfaction of the reader, to have applied 
for the Company's leave to publiſh the Charters at large, as 
part of this work. But afterwards finding they were more 
numerous, and would have ſwelled the volume to' a greater 
ſize, than he had at firſt been aware of, and have conſiderably 
increaſed its price, without rendering it of any greater uſe, than 
might be ſupplied by a ſhort Abſtract, he dropt that deſign. 


With reſpe& to the importation of the manufactures and 
productions of the Eaſt into Europe antecedently to the year 
1497 (when the paſſage by ſea from Europe to the Eaſt Indies 
was firſt diſcovered) we find, that in the 14th century the 
Mahomedan Moors (a name derived from the antient Mauritania, 
their native country) made a conqueſt of the greater part of 
the peninſula of India, as well as of the moſt valuable of the 
| Spice Ilands bordering on its coaſts; and having engroſſed 

tne commerce of thoſe countries, they tranſmitted, during that 
and the two following centuries, the rich merchandize of Aſia 
tor European markets, chiefly through Aden in Arabia by the

The Portugueze had the credit and good fortune of making 


the important diſcovery of a paſſage by fea to the Eaft Indies 
in 1497. It was ſoon followed by their acquiſition, partly by 


conqueſt and partly by treaty, of numerous ſettlements on the 
coaſts of Hindoſtan, and the neighbouring iſlands, which enabled 


them to ſupply the European markets with Eaſt India goods; and 


it was not till the year 1584, that we find any attempts were made 


by this country to interrupt their monopoly of this valuable 


branch of commerce. In that year, ſome of the members of 
our Turkey Company obtaining introductory letters from Queen 


Elizabeth to the Emperor of China and the King of Cambaya, 
paſſed over land and viſited the Mogul's court, and various 
parts of Alia, and, after making many uſeful difcoveries, they 
returned home by the way of Aleppo and Tripoli in 1591. 

In the mean time, the Turkey Company had prepared for a 
trading voyage to India by ſea, and their fleet, conſiſting of three 


large ſhips, ſet fail the ſame year; but the voyage proved alto- 


gether unſucceſsful, only one of the ſhips reaching India, where 
ſhe was maſtered and ran away with by part of her own crew, 
and never returned home. 

In 1593, the Turkey Company procured an enlargement of 
their Charter, impowering them to trade through the dominions 
of the Grand Seignior to India, by a way newly diſcovered by 
Jobn Newberry ; but their efforts were attended with very little 


ſucceſs. 
In 1596, a fleet of three ſhips was fitted out by Sir Robert 


7 Dudley and others, for opening a trade with China; but meet- 
ing on their paſſage outwards with various diſaſters, and loſing 


all hands, excepting four, by hardſhips, ſickneſs, and famine, the 
ſhips were ſtranded and ſeized by the Spaniards in the Ao 


Indies. 
In 1599, the Queen having reſolved upon eſtabliſhing an Eg 


India Company, appointed Mr. John Mzildenhall her Envoy to

the Great Mogul, for obtaining the neceſſary privileges of trade, 
and ſent him for that purpoſe, by way of Conſtantinople, to the 
Mogul's court, where with great difficulty he ſucceeded in ob- 


taining a Firmaun from the Mogul for erecting ſome factories in 
his dominions. 


THE FIRST CHARTER 


For Erecting an EAST INDIA COMPANY), 


dated the 31f} of December, 1600. 


On the laſt day of the year 1600, being in the 43d year of 


the reign of Queen Elizabeth, was iſſued the firſt Royal Char- 


ter for erecting an Eaſt India Company. By this Charter, the 
Queen (upon the petition of the earl of Cumberland, and 215 
other perſons, amongſt whom were ſeveral knights and aldermen 
of London, praying the Queen's licence to adventure ſet forth 
one or more voyages, by way of traffic and merchandize, to the 
Eaſt Indies, in the countries and parts of Ala and Africa, and 
to the iſlands thereabouts ; divers of which countries and iſlands 
had been long ſince diſcovered, though not frequented in trade 
of merchandize ;) incorporated the ſaid earl, and other perſons, 
by the name of © The Governor and Company of Merchants 
of London trading into the EAI Indies. — To be one body 
politic and corporate; to have ſucceſſion; to purchaſe lands 
[without any limitation]; to have one Governor, and twenty-four 
perſons, to be elected annually, who ſhall be called Committees, 
and ſhall jointly have the direction of the voyages, the proviſion 
of the ſhipping, and merchandize, alſo the fale of the merchan- 
_ dize, and the management of all other things belonging to the 
laid Company.,—Sir Thomas Smith, alderman of London, was to be 
the firſt Governor; a Deputy Governor to be elected in a ge- 
neral court; both the Governors and all the Committees to

THIRD CHARTER, 
dated 3d April, 1661. 


The preamble to this Charter ſtates, that divers diſorders and 


inconveniencies had been committed by the King's ſubjects and 
by foreigners, to the great prejudice of the Company and inter- 


ruption of their trade, whereupon the Company had beſought 


the King to confirm their Charters granted them by Queen 
Elizabeth and King James. The King accordingly grants, rati- 
fies, and confirms unto the Governor and Company, that they 
ſhall be a body corporate and politic, by their former name, with 
perpetual ſucceſſion for ever. And the Charter then proceeds, 
like that from King James, to the nomination of the firſt gover- 
nor, deputy-governor, and twenty-four committees, with inſtruc-

FOURTH CHARTER, 


Debts and Demands, dated 5th October, 1677. 


In and before the year 1677, great clamours had been raiſed on 
account of the Company's excluſive privileges of trade, and many 
opinions were promulgated through the realm, that their Char- 
ters were become forfeited and void by miſuſer and abuſe ; doubts 
had alſo been ſuggeſted, whether the Company were not liable 
to account to the Crown for monies ariſing by penalties levied 
in the Eaſt Indies, and by ſeizures of forfeited goods, and by 
damages and compoſitions recovered from their ſervants for 
breach of contracts: the King, by this grant, confirmed to the 
Company for ever, all their rights, liberties, and franchiſes, 
granted by their former Charters, notwithſtanding any miſuſer, 
nonuſer, or abuſer; and granted to them the benefit of all 
damages they ſhould recover from their ſervants, or ſhip owners, 
for breach of covenant, and gave a general pardon to the 
Company, and their ſervants, of all debts and demands (except 
cuſtoms and ſubſidies which accrued ſince September, 1676), 

and directed that all proſecutions depending in reſpect thereof, 
ſhould be ſurceaſed and withdrawn. — By this Grant the Go- 
vernor and Company were alſo authorized to coin money at 
Bombay, and in all other places in the Eaſt Indies mentioned 
in any of the King's Charters, ſo that any of ſuch coins be 
not called by the name of any coin current in the King's domi- 
nions, _ in the Eaſt Indies.

dated 9th Auguſt, 1683. 


For the more effectually preventing and puniſhing interlopers 
reſiding at or trading to the Eaſt Indies without licence, the King, 
by this Charter, impowers the Company, their factors, Ge. to 
ſeize all ſhips and goods brought from or carried to any place . 
within the limits of the Company's excluſive trade, granting to 


the Company one moiety of the forfeitures, and reſerving the 


other moiety to the Crown. 

Alſo that the Governor and Company {ſhall have the rule and 
government of all forts, factories, and plantations, already or 
thereafter to be ſettled by the Company within the limits afore. 
ſaid, with the power of making and declaring peace and war with 
the heathen nations, and the appointment of Governors, Ge.

HE King, by virtue of an act of parliament of the 13th year 

of his reign, ordains that there ſhall be, 40:#hin the factory 

of Fort William at Calcutta in Bengal, a court of record, to 

be called THE SUPREME COURT OF JUDICATURE 

AT FORT WILLIAM, IN BENGAL;” to conſiſt of, 

and to be held before, a chief juſtice and three puiſne juſtices 

(being barriſters in England or Ireland, of not leſs than five years 

ſtanding), who are from time to time to be appointed by Letters 

Patent, under the great ſeal, and to hold their offices during 
the pleaſure of the Crown. 

The chief juſtice and puiſne juſtices are alſo appointed juſtices 
and conſervators of the peace, and coroners, for the provinces of 
Bengal, Bahar, and Or:xa, and are inveſted with ſuch and the like 
juriſdiction and authority as may be executed by the chief juſtice 
and other juſtices of the court of King's bench in England; their 
judgements and orders are to be made with the concurrence of the 
major part of them, or by ſuch one of them as ſhall be ſitting in 
court; and a caſting voice is given to the chief, and in his abſence, 
to the ſenior puiſne juſtice preſent, when the court is equally divided.

CHARTER of JUSTICE 


The chief juſtice is to have rank and precedence next after the 
Gdvernor general, and the puiſne juſtices (according to their 
priority of nomination), next after the members of the ſupreme 
council. —Elyah Impey Eſq. is conſtituted the firſt chief juſtice , 
and Robert Chambers, Stephen Caſar Le Maiſtre, and John Hyde, 
Eſqrs. the firſt three puiſne juſtices. 

The ſupreme court are, upon the firſt Tueſday in December 
annually, to nominate three perſons reſident in Calcutta, or 
its precincts, to the Governor general and council, who are, 
within three days, to appoint one of the ſaid three perſons to 
ſerve the office of ſheriff for one year, to. be computed from the 
20th of December next enſuing. The ſheriff is to take the oath 
of allegiance, and alſo an oath of office, before the Governor 
general, or the ſenior member of the council preſent ; and in 
caſe of the death of ſuch ſheriff, or of his departure from the pro- 


vinces whilſt in office, another perſon is to be appointed ſheriff in 


his ſtead for the remainder of the year, in the manner aforeſaid.— 
The duty of the ſheriff is to execute and return, by himſelf or 
deputies, all writs and precepts to the ſupreme court ; and to 
receive and detain in priſon all perſons committed by the court; 
and where any proceſs ſhall be awarded againſt the ſheriff, the 
ſupreme court may direct any other perſon to execute and return 
the ſame. 

The ſupreme court is impowered from time to time, as occa- 


fion ſhall require, to appoint ſuch clerks and miniſters as ſhall 


be neceſſary for the adminiſtration of juſtice, and the execution 


of the authorities granted to the court ; which faid officers and 


clerks are to have and receive ſuch reaſonable ſalaries as the ſaid 
court ſhall appoint for each office and place reſpectively, and as 


the Governor general and council ſhall approve ; provided that 
all the ſaid officers and clerks be reſident within the juriſdiction 
of the court, ſo long as they ſhall hold their reſpective offices. 
The ſupreme court may alſo admit ſo many advocates and 
attornies at law upon record as they ſhall think fit. The attor- 
nies are to appear, plead, and act for the ſuitors, and are made 


ſubject to removal by the court; and no other attornies are to be 
allowed to practiſe in the ſaid coutt, |

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The court is to ſettle a table of fees to be paid by ſuitors to 


the ſheriff, and other officers, clerks, and attornies, for all buſi- 


neſs done by them in the ſaid court, ſubject to the approbation 
of the Governor general and council, and alſo ſubje& to any 
future variations to be made therein, at the diſcretion of the 
court, with the concurrence of the Governor general and council. 
The judges are required to tranſmit to his Majeſty, within a 
year after the publication of the Charter at Fort William, a liſt of 
the ſaid officers and clerks, and of their falaries, and a copy 


of the ſaid table of fees; and the ſaid table of fees is required 


to be kept fixed up in a conſpicuous part of the court room at 
Fort William. | 


The ſupreme court may try and determine all ſuits upon treſ- 


paſs, injuries, debts, and demands, or other intereſts whatever; 
or any rights, titles, or claims to houſes, lands, or other things, 
real or perſonal, within the provinces ; and may hold pleas, real, 
perſonal, or mixed, in cauſes againſt the Company, or againſt 
the mayor and aldermen of Calcutta, or againſt any other of His 
Majeſty's ſubjects reſiding, or who ſhall have reſided within the 
provinces, or having debts or effects real or perſonal within the 


ſame, or againſt their repreſentatives; and againſt any other 


perſon who, at the time of action brought, or cauſe of action 
accrued, ſhall be, or ſhall have been, in the ſervice of the Com- 
pany, or of the ſaid mayor and aldermen, or of any other of 
His Majeſty's ſubjects; (but they are not to try a ſuit againſt 
any perſon who was never refident in any of the ſaid provinces, 
nor againſt any perſon reſident in Great Britain or Ireland, un- 
leſs the ſuit be commenced within two years after the cauſe of 
action aroſe; nor if the ſum to be recovered ſhall exceed 30,000 
current rupees). — The ſaid court may allo try and determine 
ſuits againſt other inhabitants of India reſiding in the ſaid pro- 
vinces, upon contracts in writing between them and any of the 
King's ſubjects, where the cauſe of action ſhall exceed 500 cur- 
rent rupees, and when ſuch other inhabitant ſhall have agreed 
by ſuch eontract that in caſe of any diſpute the matter ſhall be 
determined in the ſaid court. |

The mode preſeribed for commencing and proſecuting ſuits 
in the ſaid court is, by filing a bill containing the cauſe of action 
or complaint, whereupon a precept is to be iſſued to the ſheriff 


to ſummon the defendant, who is to appear and plead; with 


power to the court to give time after appearance, and to exa. 


mine witneſſes upon oath, and to ſummon witneſſes for that 


purpoſe, and to award to ſuch witneſſes their expences, and to en- 
force the payment thereof, and alſo to compel witneſſes to at- 


tend and give their evidence.

puniſhment not affecting life or limb, at the diſcretion of the

The court is authorized, upon examination into the allega- 
tions of the parties, [or of the complaint alone, where the defend- 
ant ſhall confeſs the action, or ſhall not enter his appearance 
and plea,] to give judgement with colts, and to award writs of 


execution to the ſheriff againſt lands, debts, and effects, or againſt | 
the body; and where debts fhall be extended, no diſcharge ſhall 
be effectual to the debtors without the order of the court, — 


The court. may alſo make interlocutory rules and orders; and

The Governor general and council are required to appoint an 
attorney to act on behalf of the Company, who is to reſide in 
Calcutta, and on whom precepts againſt the Company are to 
be ſerved ; and in default of his entering an appearance for the 
Company, the court may compel appearance by writs of ſequeſ- 
tration againſt the Company's eſtates and effects.
